It’s top bantz galore with warring brothers 
and bad-ass Norse gods Thor and Loki! 


Hi chaps! After three 
films together, are 
you sick of the sight 
of each other or is there a bit 
of a bromance brewing? 
Chris: We’re great friends, 
and we just pick up where 
we left off. We’re lucky, 
we have great chemistry. 
Tom: Ahhh, I love you, man! 

Are you as competitive 
with your real-life brothers 
[actors Luke and Liam 
Hemsworth], Chris? 

Chris: Well, at least neither 
of them have attempted to 
take over the universe yet! 
I’d give them the Thor 
treatment if they did! We’re 
competitive in everything 
from back-garden cricket to 
who’s got the remote when 
we’re watching TV. But in 
the movie industry? Not so 
much. We help each other 
with auditions and scripts 
we’re working on. We’re not 
in direct competition, so it’s 
a big team effort from the 
Hemsworth brothers. 

Looks like you guys have fun 
playing feuding brothers. 
Chris: When we’re in a 
spaceship exiting Asgard 
[Thor’s home planet], Tom 
and I wanted it to feel like 
when you’re in the back 
seat of a car, squabbling 
with your siblings. 

Tom: I’ve actually been on 
a road trip with Chris and 


Liam. They don’t stop! It takes 
Luke to bang their heads 
together and say, “Shut up!” 

You’ve called London the new 
Hollywood. What do you love 
about filming in Blighty? 

Chris: Hollywood is mainly 
sets and studios but in London, 
there are brilliant locations 
to take advantage of, as we 
did with the climactic scenes 
of The Dark World which 
were shot in the grounds 
of Greenwich University. 

Geek expo Comic-Con went 
nuts for Loki... Why do you 
think the fanboys love him 
even more than Thor? 

Chris: Ouch! It might not have 
been the original plan to 
have Loki come back but 
Tom brings an incredible 
mixture of strength, villainy 
and vulnerability which means 
you can easily empathise 
with this misunderstood guy. 
Tom: I really do love you, man! 
Loki and Thor are like yin and 
yang, the sun and the moon. 
The immense popularity of the 
character has been an amazing 
surprise. I never expected it 
in my wildest dreams. It’s 
fascinating to play the god 
of mischief. And he’s such 
a broken character - bitter, 
jealous, grief stricken, angry, 
lonely and proud. The cocktail 
of his psychological damage 
and his playfulness makes him 
really interesting to portray. 


With all the spaceships and 
silly costumes in your flicks, 
is it hard to get serious with 
your characters? 

Chris: Anthony Hopkins 
[Thor’s dad, Odin] said 
something to me on the 
first Thor film. He walked 
on to this fantastic set in full 
costume looked around and 
said, “No acting required here!” 
Tom: We’re travelling through 
space and time dealing with 
gods and monsters but at the 
heart of it, it’s a family story. 

Sounds like Home And Away\ 
But is Loki really evil or is 
he just a big jealous baby 
throwing his toys out the pram? 
Tom: I’ve played him three 
times and it’s a question I’ve 
asked myself three times! I 
think every villain is a hero 


v 


in his own mind. People make 
choices and always justify 
them no matter how misguided 
their motivation. The great 
thrill of the character is that 
he didn’t start out bad. He 
was once a young prince who 
believed in his right to the 
Asgard throne but discovered 
he was adopted, having been 
left to die on a frozen rock. 

This is what really breaks his 
heart, and all of his bad guy 
credentials come from this, 
something deeply vulnerable. 
That’s a gift for me so I can 
play the dynamic with Chris 
across the films and we can 
discover to what extent Loki 
is redeemable. Can he be 
pulled back towards the light? 
Chris: Yeah, what Tom said! 
How do you know so much 
about this stuff?

Could we see Loki in his own 
movie one day, Tom? 

Tom: The idea that there 
could be a solo Loki film is 
such a massive compliment, 
but I can officially tell you 
there’s no movement on any 
such thing. If it ever came 
around, I’d have to have a 
big brainstorm with [Marvel 
bigwig] Kevin Feige on it. 
But Loki defines himself 
in opposition to Thor: there 
is no Thor without Loki and 
there is no Loki without 
Thor. But I’d love to see him 
out of context - on Earth in 
the 70s, running a nightclub 
playing lots of Rolling Stones 
records. Those are the kind 
of harebrained ideas I have!

It is the topless 
version of the coupe 
revealed to us back in 
March at Geneva’s annual 
filthy car porn fest. 

• But where the coupe was 
limited to a production run 
of just three, this will have 
nine, each costing a shade 
over £3.3million. 

• Despite the price, it’s 
roofless, which Lambo says 


“guarantees an intense 
driving experience”. But it 
costs over ten times the 
Aventador it’s based upon, 
with the same 6.5-litre 
normally aspirated V12 - 
albeit with 50bhp more. 

• The Lambo’s killer looks 
have been purely designed 
in the quest for minimal 
drag, perfect downforce, 
cooling and aerodynamics. 
Every slash, angle and duct 
is to ensure it does 62mph 
in 2.9 secs, up to 220mph.

The chassis and bodyshell 
have been made out of either 
pure carbon fibre or CFRP 
(carbon fibre reinforced 
polymer), meaning the car’s 
supremely rigid and light. 
Even the design of the trick 
wheels was chosen by the 
wind tunnel, featuring a 
carbon ring around the wheel 
rim to act like a turbine to 
shove cooling air through the 
carbon ceramic brake discs. 
Take a peek inside and you 
can see there’s a monocoque 




chassis around the 
transmission tunnel and sills.
